The utility mode! relates to a cross complementary sound box which is composed of a high torse loudspeaker, an 
intermediate-basetone loudspeaker and a plate. The utility model is characterized in that each loudspeaker has 
sound passage, the length of the sound passage of one loudspeaker is three times the length of the sound passage 
of the other loudspeaker, and the length of the sound passage whose length is three times the length of the sound 
passage of the other loudspeaker is one fourth of the wave length of the resonance frequency of the loudspeaker. 
As a result, when used, the utility mode! can scappte the resonance peak of the resonance frequency of the 
loudspeaker and make the sound pressure of each frequency crossing complementation, thus a smooth sound 
pressure frequency response curve can be obtained, the basetone has no dyeing phenomenon, and the 
intermediate tone and the high tone are very dear. 
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
